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Chartered  on  February  24,  1844, 
The  University  of  Mississippi 
began  its  first  session  on  November 
6,  1848,  with  a  student  body  of 
eighty  and  a  faculty  of  four  who 
offered  instruction  in  a  general  cur- 
riculum in  the  liberal  arts. 

Continually  strengthening  the 
College  of  the  Liberal  Arts,  the 
trustees  and  the  faculty  sought  to 
broaden  the  work  of  the  institution 
by  the  creation  of  professional  and 
specialized  schools  so  as  to  build  it 
into  a  university  in  fact  as  well  as  in 
name. 

Coeducation  came  with  the  ad- 
mission of  women  in  1882,  and  the 
first  woman  was  added  to  the  fac- 
ulty in  1885. 

The  admission  of  blacks  in  the 
university  came  at  a  much  later  date 
and  met  with  some  resistance. 
James  Meredith,  admitted  in  the  fall 
of  1962,  came  to  the  university  as  a 
transfer  student  and  opened  doors 
for  other  blacks,  both  graduate  and 
undergraduate. 

Dr.  Lucius  Williams,  associate 
professor  of  educational  administra- 
tion, is  the  first  black  faculty  mem- 
ber. He  joined  the  faculty  in  the 
early  seventies  and  presently  serves 
as  Assistant  Vice  Chancellor  for  Ac- 
ademic Affairs  and  Associate  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Education. 

The  oldest  building  on  the  cam- 
pus and  still  the  center  of  the  ad- 
ministration is  the  Lyceum.  Begun 
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in  1846  and  completed  in  1848,  the 
Lyceum  consists  of  the  admissions 
department,  the  registration  facil- 
ities, the  financial  center  (bursar), 
and  houses  the  offices  of  the  Chan- 
cellor, the  Vice  Chancellors,  and  the 
School  of  Liberal  Arts. 

The  Oxford  campus  has  been 
growing  since  1848,  and  today  it  is 
home  to  more  than  10,000  students, 
pursuing  more  than  100  different 
academic  programs  in  a  setting  that 
is  both  remarkable  for  its  beauty 
and  renowned  for  its  facilities. 

The  Ole  Miss  campus  includes  42 
classroom  buildings,  19  residence 
halls,  25  Greek  houses,  a  university 
theatre  for  campus  theatrical  and 
musical  productions,  a  new  new  in- 
door recreation  center,  and  abun- 
dant athletic  facilities,  both  varsity 
and  intramural.  L 

Ole  Miss  is  more  than  a  collection 
of  buildings,  books,  and  computers. 
Ifs  a  living  thing,  made  up  of  its 
history,  the  background  of  its  fac- 
ulty, and  the  future  of  its  students.  It 
is  a  community  of  men  and  women 
devoted  to  the  preservation,  in- 
crease, and  application  of  knowl- 
edge. It  is  a  culture,  dedicated  to 
preparing  individuals  to  experience 
any  culture  or  to  make  a  new  one.  •

Although  the  decade  has  just 
begun,  one  can  see  the  evidence 
of  newness  at  the  university. 
Whether  it  is  a  new  office  build- 
ing or  a  new  face,  a  new  stand- 
ard or  a  new  parking  space,  Ole 
Miss  has  grown  to  develop  an 
identity  all  its  own. 


Combined  efforts  of  the  students 
and  faculty  have  enabled  Ole  Miss 
to  progress  in  a  positive  direction 
and  thus  deflected  much  of  the 
negativeness  that  tended  to  be  as- 
sociated with  the  university.

Oxford  one  of  six  top  college  towns  in  America 


With  the  release  of  "Heart  of  Dixie.''  Ole  Miss  and  Oxford 
have  had  their  share  of  publicity  recently,  but  the  public  eye 
viewed  the  area  once  more  in  the  September  1 ,  1 989  Issue  of 
USA  Today. 

Oxford  appeared  In  a  feature  naming,  six  top  college  towns 
In  America. 

Writer  Bonnie  Jacob  said  the  university  is  mentioned  in 
the  article  because  of  its  research  concerning  black  cultural 
aspects  of  the  South,  an  aspect  out  of  line  with  the  historical 
image  the  country  has  of  Ole  Miss.  Her  article  features  the 
blues  archive  and  some  of  the  cultural  aspects  of  Mississippi 
preserved  by  the  university. 

Ron  Schoolmeester,  editor  of  travel,  said  USA  Today  staff 
inquired  nationwide  about  favorite  college  towns  and  Oxford 
was  mentioned  in  the  survey.  Each  entry  was  discussed, 
resulting  in  the  staff's  choice  of  Oxford  as  one  of  six  top 
college  towns  In  a  list  that  excludes  metropolitan  areas  such 
as  Boston. 

Others  featured  are  Princeton,  N.J.,  and  Princeton  Uni- 
versity: Wllllamstown.  Maine,  and  Williams  College;  Bloo- 


mington,  Ind.,  and  Indiana  University;  Kempe.  Ariz.,  and 
Arizona  State  University;  Charlottlesvllle,  Va.,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia. 

Jacob  said  of  her  interviews  with  the  coordinator  of  uni- 
versity news.  "Jan  Robertson  has  been  Incredibly  helpful. 
She  gave  me  a  vivid  picture  of  the  school  and  her  love  for 
Oxford." 

Pamela  Begley,  Oxford  Tourism  Council  director,  said  she 
sent  magazine  articles  featuring  Oxford  to  Jacob  along  with 
specific  Information  about  the  city,  Its  homes  and  Faulkner. 

The  article  combines  that  Information  with  Interviews  of 
Robertson,  Begley  and  Ann  Abadle,  associate  director  of  the 
Center  for  the  Study  of  Southern  Culture. 

This  confirms  what  we  already  know  about  Oxford  —  that 
It's  a  great  place  to  live,"  said  Max  Hipp,  director  of  the 
Oxford-Lafayette  County  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Begley  said  Oxford  is  also  featured  In  the  September  Issue 
of  Travel  and  Leisure  Magazine.  •

The  '89  summer  sessions  not 
only  saw  an  increase  in  tuition,  but 
also  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  enrolled.  Students  who 
stayed  at  Ole  Miss  during  the  sum- 
mer were  exposed  to  a  special  part 
of  Qle  Miss  that  few  students  have 
the  opportunity  to  enjoy. 

For  those  students  who  have 
never  attended  summer  school,  Ole 
Miss  without  a  parking  problem  is 
impossible  to  even  imagine.

Summer  Showcase 

Ole  Miss  theatre  celebrates  the  Festival  of 

Southern  Theatre 


Since  its  inception  four  years  ago, 
the  Festival  has  grown  to  be  an 
event  of  importance  in  the  South- 
east and  one  of  interest  internation- 
ally. 

Highly  recognized  critics  from  as 
far  away  as  New  York  and  Los  An- 
geles visited  the  Festival  this  sum- 
mer to  participate  in  the  production 
and  discussion  of  three  exciting 
brand-new  plays  by  very  promising 
Southern  playwrights. 

The  Festival  included  a  public 
symposium  with  the  three  play- 
wrights and  local  critics.  Smaller 
social  gatherings  were  arranged  for 
playwrights,  critics,  the  acting  com- 
pany, and  the  subscribers. 

The  three  plays  chosen  for  the 
1989  Festival  were  "Dancin'  to  Cal- 
liope," "The  Three  Golden  Mon- 
keys," and  "Fall  Into  Winter." 

Described  by  the  author  as  a 
"dark  farce,"  "Dancin'  to  Calliope 
by  Jack  Gilhooley  played  July  13, 
18,  and  21.  Two  performers  in  a 
carnival  sideshow  plotted  to  assas- 


sinate a  rural  sheriff  and  then  kill 
themselves.  The  comic  action  was 
madcap  and  the  humor  was  off-beat 
and  zany,  but  the  story  was 
strangely  touching. 

The  second  production  was 
"Three  Golden  Monkeys"  by  Steven 
Turner.  It  involved  the  lives  of  an 
elderly  Southern  couple  and  their 
adult  son  as  they  struggled  to  sur- 
vive in  lower-middle-class  Manhat- 
tan. A  domestic  melodrama,  it  was 
filled  with  family  warmth,  family 
problems,  and,  ultimately,  family 
tragedy. 

"Fall  Into  Winter"  wrapped  up 
the  Festival  with  its  extremely  in- 
tense three-character  drama  which 
revolved  around  the  unusually  close 
relationship  between  two  brothers 
and  the  wife  of  the  elder  brother.  It 
examined  the  devastating  after- 
effects of  suicide  and  the  complex- 
ities of  family  love.

Summer  Showcase 
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National  Figures  Debate  at  Ole  Miss 


The  sparks  flew  when  the  University  of  Mississippi 
hosted  a  debate  on  September  13,  1989,  for  William  F. 
Buckley's  television  program  "Firing  Line." 

This  debates  format  pitted  four  leading  conservatives  — 
Buckley,  Jeane  Kirkpatrick,  Newt  Gingrich,  and  Jack 
Kemp  —  against  four  top  liberals  —  Gary  hart,  John 
Kenneth  Galbraith,  Patricia  Schroeder  and  George 
McGovern.  The  chosen  topic  "Resolved:  Free  market 
competitiveness  is  best  for  America"  prompted  some  fiery 
argument. 

The  debate  was  broadcast  live  from  CM.  "Tad"  Smith 
Coliseum  on  the  public  bradcasting  network.  More  than 
5,000  attended. 

Rob  Waters  said  in  analysis  in  the  Daily  Mississippian 
that  the  dbate  had  something  for  everyone  —  laughter, 
drama,  sparkling  repartee  and  sometimes  an  inspirational 
message. 


Debators  discussed  numerous  topics  such  as  free  trade 
as  it  related  to  worldwide  economic  competition,  the  state 
of  the  nation  under  Carter  versus  its  condition  after  Rea- 
gan, and  projects  such  as  housing  and  FDA. 

The  night's  debate  consisted  of  a  high  level  of  intensity, 
with  each  team's  arguments  punctuated  with  jabs  at  their 
opponents. 

All  the  panelists  agreed  on  the  need  to  draw  the  line 
where  government  intervention  should  begin  —  and  end. 

After  Buckley's  closing  remarks,  the  more  than  5,000 
member  audience  responded  with  a  standing  ovation. 

Following  the  event  the  public  was  able  to  attend  an 
open  reception  at  the  coliseum  and  were  able  to  meet  the 
debators  and  collect  autographs. 

In  a  press  conference,  Buckley  said  he  might  bring 
"Firing  Line"  to  Ole  Miss  again  —  if  invited.  •

Clark  spoke  of  his  trial  and  triumphs  at  the  high 
school  beginning  with  his  expulsion  of  300  problem 
causing  during  his  first  week  on  the  job. 

It  was  because  of  actions  like  this  that  Clark  gained 
national  attention  and  inspired  the  creation  of  the  bio- 
graphical movie  "Lean  on  Me." 

On  November  1 ,  Howell  Raines,  the  Washington  editor 
of  "The  New  York  Times,"  told  how  journalism  in  Wash- 
ington differed  from  what  is  portrayed  on  television.  He 
compared  television's  depiction  of  journalists  covering 
Washington  with  real  day-to-day  occurences.

Thomas,  a  self-confessed  women's  libber,  is  the  first 
woman  to  become  an  officer  of  National  Press  Club, 
president  of  the  White  House  Correspondents  Associ- 
ation, a  member  of  the  Gridiron  Club  and  a  member  of 
Sigma  Delta  Chi.

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Billy  Joel's  "We  Didn't  Start 

the  Fire"  took  on  a  completely 

different  meaning  for  the  750 

residents  of  Crosby 


Pop  star  Billy  Joel's  reference  to  Ole  Miss  in  his 
single  We  Didn't  Start  the  Fire  was  caused  by 
the  racial  fires  in  the  '60s,  but  it  reminded  res- 
idents of  Crosby  Hall  of  the  fire  that  caused  them 
to  become  "homeless"  for  five  days. 

Weeks  before  Billy  Joel's  song  hit  number  one, 
many  Crosby  residents  were  awakened  by  fire 
alarms  and  the  sirens  of  the  Oxford  Fire  De- 
partment. 

The  376-room  dorm  was  quickly  evacuated, 
and  the  fire,  which  began  in  room  506,  caused 
extensive  damage. 

Athough  no  one  was  injured  in  the  fire,  two 
residents  who  slept  through  the  alarm  had  to  be 
rescued  from  their  fifth  floor  rooms  by  firemen. 

The  fire  itself  was  contained  to  one  room;  how- 


ever, many  floors  received  extensive  smoke  and 
water  damage,  forcing  the  residents  of  Crosby  to 
move  elsewhere. 

Some  of  Crosby's  "homeless"  found  temporary 
homes  through  the  University  Department  of 
Housing  which  arranged  for  students  to  stay  in 
other  University  residence  halls. 

Most  students  chose  to  stay  with  friends  off- 
campus  or  in  sorority  houses,  while  some  stu- 
dents opted  to  stay  at  local  hotels. 

The  fire  was  determined  to  have  been  the  re- 
sult of  a  short  in  an  electrical  appliance  which 
had  been  stored  under  a  bed. 

Marcie  Brooks,  a  resident  of  Crosby,  later 
bought  96  T-shirts  with  the  title  of  Billy  Joel's 
song  We  didn't  start  the  fire  and  sold  them  to 


other  residents  of  Crosby  Hall. 

Brooks  said  the  back  of  the  shirts  show  a  piece 
of  a  resident's  stationery  that  is  bruned  around 
the  edges  along  with  the  Billy  Joel  song  title. 

Even  though  the  sale  of  the  shirts  was  not 
authorized  by  the  housing  department.  Brooks 
said  the  T-shirt  sales  were  only  done  as  a  joke  to 
all  the  hassle  Crosby  residents  had  to  endure 
after  the  fire.  •

Elections 

Elections  won  by  creativity 


For  a  newcomer  to  Ole  Miss,  elections  are 
something  which  must  be  experienced  to  be 
understood.  Rarely  does  one  win  because  of 
simple  political  strategies,  for  to  achieve  suc- 
cess one  must  be  creative. 

A  person  running  for  office  must  first 
choose  the  perfect  manager  to  overseee  his 
campaign.  The  manager  must  be  one  who  can 
insure  that  everyone  on  campus  —  especially 
Greeks  —  is  aware  of  the  candidate,  the  office 
he  or  she  seeks,  and  the  goals  the  canidate 
plans  to  pursue. 

Notices  must  be  designed  perfectly  and  cir- 
culated in  every  legal  place  on  campus,  and 
nametages  should  be  given  to  every  visible 
soul. 

After  taking  care  of  routine  campaign  pro- 
cedures and  making  sure  all  election  rules 
and  regulations  are  being  strictly  followed, 
the  campaigner  treads  to  all  the  Greek  houses 
and  dormitories  to  solicit  support.  And  for 
those  elections  which  allow  song  groups,  the 
manager  must  ensure  that  the  singers  are 
talented  and  attractive,  and  that  the  the  song 
is  catchy  and  interesting. 

Besides  the  standard  ads  in  The  Daily  Mis- 


sissippian  candidates  must  convince  their 
friends  to  give  free  advertisements  —  shoe 
polishing  car  windows  with  the  name(s)  of 
candidates. 

Even  though  the  legality  is  questioned, 
some  candidates  have  telephone  committees 
who  call  people  and  remind  them  to  vote, 
urging  them  to  remember  to  vote  for  Joe  Bloe 
or  Susie  Bow. 

Meanwhile,  the  candidate  must  be  seen  at 
all  the  "right"  places  with  all  the  "right" 
people  wearing  a  wonderful  "I-hope-you-vote- 
for-me"  smile.

The  University  of  Mississippi  offers  top-quality  per- 
formances to  the  university  community  through  the 
1989-90  Artist  Series. 

Four  performances,  ranging  from  a  one-man  drama 
to  a  full-fledged  orchestra,  took  the  spotlight  on  the 
Fulton  Chapel  stage  in  the  ever-popular  series. 

The  first  performance  featured  New  york  actor  Jer- 
ry Rockwood  in  "Edgar  Allan  Poe:  A  Condition  of 
Shadow."  The  play  developed  from  Poe's  mystery 
tales,  poetry  and  personal  letters  to  reveal  the  con- 
flicts of  the  writer's  personality  and  tragic  life. 

The  famed  Louisville  Orchestra,  under  the  direction 
of  Laurence  Leighton  Smith,  appeared  Nov. 6.

Ole  Miss  moves  into  1990  many 

changes 


With  each  year  a  certain  amount  of 
changes  must  take  place.  However,  it  seems 
that  Ole  Miss  has  had  more  of  its  usual 
amount  of  change  this  year. 

The  year  started  off  with  the  University 
recording  its  highest  enrollment  in  history 
with  more  than  10,000  students.  The  high 
enrollment  also  carried  over  into  the  spring 
semester  with  9.777,  the  largest  spring  en- 
rollment ever. 

The  campus  also  received  a  facelift  in 
many  areas.  Many  buildings  were  renovat- 
ed, while  many  departments  moved  into 
new  locations. 

The  old  baseball  field  was  converted  into  a 
parking  lot.  Although  this  did  help  to  take 
some  of  the  strain  off  of  the  parking  sit- 
uation, unforseen  traffic  congestion  prob- 
lems have  arisen. 

One  of  the  most  visible  changes  was  the 
1989  senior  class  gift,  the  addition  of  the 
gates  to  the  mall  entrance  of  campus. 


The  1990  senior  class  also  made  a  change 
which  was  well-received  by  the  university 
community.  The  Battle  M  flag  was  used  as  a 
fundraiser  to  fund  lighting  for  the  Grove. 

A  new  group  on  campus,  Students  for  En- 
vironmental Awareness  wasted  no  time  in 
starting  changes.  They  were  able  to  get  the 
elimination  of  the  use  of  strofoam  from  the 
University  Food  Services  Department. 

The  Greek  system  also  saw  many 
changes.  Swaps  were  abolished,  but 
"'Mixers"  were  started.  While  the  Beta's  left 
campus,  the  Zeta's  returned  after  an  ab- 
sence of  three  years.

Fall  was  In  the  air.  At  least  It  was  on  the  afternoon  of  February 
8  near  the  College  Hill  community  where  J.  Crew  models  were 
photographed  wearing  the  company's  latest  styles. 

Two  male  models,  Matthew  Barney  and  Mark  Mathison,  and 
one  famale,  Marie  Claude,  posed  in  a  variety  of  set-ups  using  an 
leven  larger  variety  of  props  to  show  off  the  popular  designer- 
clothing  catalog's  fall  layout. 

Francis  Manzi,  production  director  said,  "We  do  about  seven 
or  eight  different  set-ups  per  day." 

The  crew  shot  a  country  lunch  set-up  and  a  day  on  the  farm. 
The  farm  was  actually  the  Wildlife  Restoration  Area  at  Sardis 
Lake  reservoir  near  the  ranger's  house. 

"We  came  to  the  ranger's  home  to  ask  about  locations,  but 
[when  we  got  here  we  realized  the  area  around  the  house  was 
perfect,"  Manzi  said,  giving  Pam  Begley  of  the  Oxford  Chamber  of 
Commerce  credit  for  the  location  ideas. 

Sheep  grazing  in  a  nearby  pasture,  grain  stalks  billowing  in 
ihe  fields,  and  geese  floating  on  the  reservoir  colored  the  scenery, 
but  the  crew  added  some  touches  of  its  own. 

The  models,  who  were  constantly  having  their  hair  combed 
land  their  clothing  straijghtened,  sat  atop  a  Ford  pick-up  filled 
with  hay  bails,  a  wheelbarrow  and  a  few  crates.  A  bicycle  was 
[Strategically  placed  within  the  camera's  view:  picnic  baskets  and 


J.  Crew  blankets  were  thrown  in;  and  at  one  point  a  panting 
black  and  brow  Rotweiler  dog  was  appointed  a  place  to  stand. 

The  "prop"  that  stole  the  show  more  than  any  other,  though, 
was  a  little  boy  named  Joseph. 

Seven-year-old  Joseph  Fasullo  of  Oxford  was  chosen  from 
about  40  children  to  participate  in  the  shoot.  In  one  set-up, 
Joseph  and  Mr.  Barney,  ran  and  played  in  the  sheep  pasture, 
causing  the  animals  to  scatter. 

"This  Is  exciting  for  us;  It's  really  a  neat  opportunity,"  said 
Debi  Fasullo,  Joseph's  mother.  "He's  never  been  shy  and  that's 
one  of  the  things  they  said.  The  thought  he'd  be  comfortable  in 
front  of  the  camera." 

In  each  of  the  planned  set-ups,  J.  Crew's  photographer  will 
snap  hundreds  of  pictures,  using  spontaneous  combinations  of 
models,  Manzi  said.  Five  to  10  pictures  from  each  set-up  will  be 
selected  and  sent  to  New  York  for  predesigned  pages  of  the 
catalog. 

Manzi  said  the  crew  was  pleased  with  its  Mississippi  setting. 

It's  beautiful  country.  Just  right  for  what  we  were  looking  for," 
she  said,  adding  that  returning  to  the  area  in  the  future  is  a 
definite  possibility.

This  year's  Miss  Ole  Miss,  Kim- 
sey O'neal,  a  senior  pharmacy 
student  from  Carthage,  MS,  is  the 
first  black  woman  ever  to  be  elect- 
ed to  this  position  in  the  history  of 
the  University.  Her  election  as 
Miss  Ole  Miss  also  gives  the  Uni- 
versity its  first  black  pairing  of 
Miss  Ole  Miss  and  Colonel  Rebel. 

"When  I  first  expressed  interest 
in  the  race,  many  people  warned 
me  that  a  black  being  elected  as 
Miss  Ole  Miss  was  not  possible," 
Kimsey  said.  "My  parents  in- 
stilled in  me  a  winning  spirit. 
They  alsways  taught  me  that  if 
you  want  something  bad  enough, 
anything  is  possible." 

Kimsey  truly  displayed  a  spirit 
that  is  to  be  admired  as  she  held 
on  as  a  contender  in  what  turned 
out  to  be  one  of  the  longest  run- 
ning elections  ever  taking  place 
here  at  Ole  Miss.  Kimsey  was  the 
victor  in  an  election  that  spanned 
three  weeks  and  involved  two  run- 
offs. 

Her  election  as  Miss  Ole  Miss 
was  heralded  in  newspaper 
throughout  the  South  as  just  one 
of  the  many  strides  the  University 
is  taking  to  promote  racial  equal- 
ity. 

Kimsey,  a  member  of  the  Lady 
Rebel  basketball  team  and  Alpha 
Kappa  Alpha  sorority,  remains 
overwhelmed  and  yet  pleased  with 
her  position. 

"I  am  honored  to  represent  the 
University  as  Miss  Ole  Miss.  My 
gaining  the  title  demonstrates 
that  we  can  all  acheiVe  if  we  make 
strides  toward  accomplishing 
goals,"  Kimsey  said. 
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Chucky  Mullins 

A  name  that  has  become  quite 
synonomous  with  the  University 
during  the  past  year  has  been  that  of 
injured  football  player  and  1990 
Colonel  Rebel,  Roy  Lee  "Chucky" 
Mullins. 

A  freshman  red-shirt  football  play- 
er from  Russellville,  Ala.,  Chucky 
came  to  the  University  on  a  football 
scholarship.  His  playing  career 
ended  tragically  on  Oct.  28,  1989, 
while  making  a  tackle  against  a 
Vanderbilt  player  he  suffered  a  se- 
vere injury  to  the  spine,  resulting  in 
complete  paralysis  from  the  shoul- 
ders down. 

Immediatly  after  learning  of  the 
severity  of  the  injury  and  the  costs 
that  would  accumulate  to  provide 
Chucky  with  a  lifetime  of  care,  Uni- 
versity students  and  concerned  peo- 
ple throughout  the  South  began  one 
of  the  largest  and  far  reaching  fund 
raising  efforts  ever  undertaken  by  a 
University. 

By  January,  1990,  $727,000  had 
been  raised,  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  $1  million  the  Uni- 
versity is  hoping  to  raise  through  do- 
nations, drives  and  pledges. 

Love  and  emphathy  for  the  foot- 
ball player,  who  few  University  stu- 
dents knew  personally,  was  shown 
in  many  forms.  His  appointment  as 
Colonel  Rebel  was  made  after  seven 
qualified  candidates  for  the  position 
stepped  down  to  give  the  honor  to 
Chucky. 

During  his  time  at  Baptist  Memo- 
rial Hospital  in  Memphis,  Chucky  is 
said  to  have  received  thousands  of 
letters,  and  the  fund  raising  efforts 
were  aided  by  the  endorsements  of 
many  professional  football  players 
and  ESPN  network.  His  biggest 
suprise  came  when  Chucky  was  paid 
an  unexpected  visit  by  President 
George  Bush. 

Often  the  words  of  Chucky  were 
spoken  through  his  guardian,  Mr. 
Carver  Philips,  who  said,  "People 
here  have  been  so  good  to  us.  We 
can't  ever  repay  the  kindess  of  peo- 
ple, especially  the  Ole  Miss  people, 
for  what  they've  done  for  Chucky."

Miss  University  1989,  Sherry  Bowles,  has  been  in  the 
spotlight  and  has  participated  in  pageants  for  the  past  ten 
years.  Twice,  Sherry  has  represented  the  state  in  the  Miss 
Mississippi  pageant  in  Vicksburg.  She  was  Miss  North 
Delta  1987-88.  Sherry  says  the  friends  she  has  made  at 
the  various  pageants  is  one  of  the  best  things  about  par- 
ticipating in  pageants.  Sherry  also  credits  being  on  stage 
and  singing  in  front  of  an  audience  as  something  that 
helped  her  to  develop  self-confidence. 
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First  time  Parade  of  Beauties  participant,  senior  Kelly 
Shoemake,  was  named  most  beautiful  during  ceremonies 
held  on  November  4,  1989,  in  Fulton  Chapel.  The  math  major 
from  Collins,  MS,  was  chosen  over  more  than  86  other  con- 
testants and  was  overwhelmed  when  the  judges  announced 
her  name.

"Everyone  was  there  supporting  me  and 
cheering  me  on,  it  was  such  a  good  feeling  when  they  called 
out  my  name." 

Kelly,  a  member  of  Delta  Delta  Delta  sorority,  and  a  Sigma 
Nu  little  sister,  said  her  selection  as  Most  Beautiful  was  the 
perfect  way  to  finish  off  what  she  describes  as  four  very 
memorable  years  here  at  the  University.

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Ole  Miss  loses  its  "perfect  gentleman' * 

Former  chancellor  dies  at  home 


Ole  Miss  lost  Us  "perfect 
gentleman"  September  14, 
1989.  After  a  brief  Illness, 
Chancellor  Emeritus  Porter 
Lee  Fortune  Jr..  69.  died  at 
home. 

Best  known  for  his  kind- 
ness and  understanding, 
Fortune  served  as  the  uni- 
versity's chief  official  from 
January  1968  until  his 
March  1984  retirement. 

He  was  the  university's 
21st  chief  executive  and 
under  his  guidance,  four 
new  schools  were  added  to 
the  university  —  the 
Schools  of  Dentistry,  Ac- 
countancy, Health-Related  Professions  and  the 
Graduate  School  of  Library  Information  Science. 

By  the  time  of  Fortune's  retirement,  the  enroll- 
nent  had  grown  by  nearly  40  percent  and  the  size  of 
he  faculty  by  more  than  45  percent.  Appropriations 
or  the  Oxford  campus  increased  by  more  than  $26 
nllllon  during  his  term  largely  due  to  his  personal 
iedlcation  to  the  university. 

Early  in  his  administration,  Fortune  outlined  his 
hree  goals  for  the  university:  imaginative  teaching, 
■esearch  and  service.  He  established  the  first  long- 
•ange  planning  committee  to  set  goals  and  priorities 
or  the  schools  and  departments. 

Donald  Vaughn,  long-time  public  administration 
irofessor.  said,  "He  was  an  exceptionally  human 


administrator.  He  had  the  great  quality  of  being 
able  to  listen  to  others  and  he  gave  great  weight  to 
faculty  and  student  views." 

Vaughn  said  Fortune  once  spoke  to  a  graduate 
class  saying  the  hardest  decision  he  ever  made  was 
banning  the  Confederate  flag  as  the  official  school 
symbol. 

"He  had  the  ability  to  see  all  sides  of  a  question," 
Vaughn  said.  "He  made  an  important,  lasting  con- 
tribution to  the  existence  of  a  great  institution." 

Former  Associated  Student  Body  Vice  President 
Cathy  Williams  said  she  spent  more  time  In  his 
office  than  In  class. 

"We  always  thought  of  him  not  Just  as  a  chan- 
cellor, but  as  a  friend."  Williams  said. 

Fortune's  concerns  for  his  students  did  not  stop 
in  his  office.  His  views  often  conflicted  with  those 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Fortune  received  the 
John  T.  Emens  National  Award  for  Support  of  a 
Free  Student  Press  for  persuading  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  rescind  a  decision  it  made  that  would 
have  censored  The  Daily  Mlsstsslpplan. 

S.  Gale  Denley,  manager  of  student  media  and 
publisher  of  The  Dally  Mlsstsslpplan,  said,  "He 
was  a  good  man.  If  he  had  any  shortcomings  it  was 
that  he  was  too  good  of  a  man  to  be  In  that  po- 
sition." 

It  was  Fortune's  vision  to  make  Ole  Miss  "the 
hub  of  cultural  activities  in  Mississippi"  that  led 
him  to  conceive  the  Cultural  Center  to  preserve  for 
future  generations  the  gifts  of  the  past  in  art,  mu- 
sic, writing,  the  performing  arts  and  science. 

It  was  during  his  tenure  that  the  Center  for  the 


Study  of  Southern  Culture  was  established,  as  was 
the  Sarah  Isom  Center  for  Women's  Studies,  the 
Lamar  Law  Center,  the  Turner  Complex  and  59 
new  buildings,  Including  the  Student  Union  and 
Crosby  Hall. 

Other  Innovations  credited  to  Fortune  were  new 
programs  In  communicative  disorders,  social  work 
and  black  studies:  the  Honors  Program:  the  only 
four-year  court  reporting  program  In  the  United 
States;  and  the  annual  Chancellor's  Symposium 
on  Southern  History,  which  was  renamed  In  his 
honor  In  1983. 

Chancellor  Gerald  Turner,  current  chancellor, 
said,  "We  are  greatly  saddened  by  the  loss  of 
Chancellor  Fortune.  He  provided  a  unique  quality 
of  leadership  during  a  period  of  dramatic  growth 
which  was  characterized  by  both  challenge  and 
opportunity." 

"It  has  been  an  honor  to  work  on  the  foundation 
he  laid  during  his  historic  1 6  years  as  Chancellor. ' ' 

Reverend  Larry  Goodpastor,  who  presided  over 
the  service  with  the  Reverend  Lavelle  Woodrlck 
said  that  Fortune  was  a  man  who  was  sincere  in  all 
company. 

"Fortune  did  the  Just  and  right  things  —  even 
though  they  were  not  always  the  most  popular  or 
expedient  things  to  do."  Goodpastor  said.  "He  is  a 
legacy  that  will  be  remembered."

Upon  his  inauguration  in  1988,  Ray 
Mabus  became  the  60th  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi.  He  was  born  on  Oc- 
tober 11,  1948  in  Choctaw  County, 
Misssissippi. 

Mabus  attended  Ackerman  public 
schools  and  the  University  of  Mississippi. 
He  then  received  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fel- 
lowship to  attend  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity where  he  earned  a  Masters  degree  in 
government. 

He  then  volunteered  for  the  U.S.  Navy, 
where  he  served  aboard  a  guided  missile 
cruiser.  Afer  military  service,  he  attended 
and  graduated  magna  cum  laude  from 
Harvard  Law  School. 

Mabus  then  came  back  to  Mississippi  to 
1980  to  work  on  the  staff  of  Governor 
William  Winter  where  he  drafted,  and 
helped  pass,  the  historic  Education  Re- 
form Act  of  1982. 

Since  he  has  taken  office,  Mabus  has 
taken  steps  to  help  improve  education  in 
Mississippi,  although  his  recent  plan  for 
educational  funding  through  a  lottery 
was  not  passed  by  the  state's  legislature. 

As  a  result  other  means  are  being 
sought  to  enact  his  Mississippi's  BEST 
(Better  Education  for  the  Success  of  To- 
morrow).

The  Mississippi  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Institutions  of 
Higher  Learning  was  established  to  remove  political  in- 
terference from  the  administration  of  statewide  higher  ed- 
ucation. The  members  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
twelve-year  staggered  terms,  thus  preventing  any  one  group 
of  political  appointees  from  gaining  control  of  the  board. 

Mississippi  has  eight  state  universities  —  Ole  Miss,  Mis- 
sissippi State,  Southern,  Jackson  State,  Alcorn,  Mississippi 
Valley,  Delta  State  and  Mississippi  University  for  Women. 
With  increases  in  both  the  student  and  the  faculty  en- 
rollment, the  Board  of  Trustees  cannot  do  everything  for 
everyone  in  higher  learning.  Therefore  the  board  has  es- 


tablished leadership  roles  for  areas  in  which  the  state  in- 
stituions  concentrate. 

Ole  Miss  currently  has  leadership  roles  in  social  sciences, 
journalism,  law,  foreign  languages,  pharmacy,  community 
and  regional  planning,  math,  art,  public  affairs,  letters,  and 
physical  sciences. 

The  function  of  the  Board  is  to  make  decisions  that  will 
improve  the  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Despite  the 
budgetary  problems  of  the  state,  the  Board  has  proved  vital 
to  the  future  of  the  states  higher  education  and  the  future  of 
the  state  of  Mississippi.

After  a  brief  meeting.  Chancellor  R.  Gerald 
Turner  walked  Into  his  office  and  flipped  briskly 
through  the  pile  of  notes  on  his  desk. 

"So  many  messages!"  he  said. 

Although  it  was  quite  clear  that  his  day  was 
filled  with  appointments  and  meetings,  his  man- 
nerism showed  no  sign  of  hurry.  It  seemed  as 
though  he  had  all  the  time  In  the  world. 

Turner,  known  for  his  successful  "Campaign 
for  Ole  Miss."  Is  quite  proud  of  the  progress  the 
university  has  made  In  a  large  number  of  areas 
since  his  Inauguration  In  1984. 

"The  hardest  thing  to  do."  he  said,  "was  to 
push  the  high  quality  of  the  programs  at  the 
university  so  that  they  would  gain  national  pub- 
licity. 

"Through  the  opening  of  the  acoustics  center, 
the  natural  product  center,  the  building  of  the 
super  computer,  and  by  promoting  the  biological 
field,  we  have  been  able  to  capture  national  In- 
terest." 

In  1994  the  university  will  celebrate  Its  150th 
anniversary  since  the  legislative  passed  the  act 
to  open  Its  doors,  and  1998  Is  the  150  anni- 
versary of  that  opening. 

Regarding  the  anniversary.  Turner  said.  "We 
are  now  In  the  rough  stages  of  a  lundralsing 
effort  that  will  begin  in  1994  and  culminate  In  a 


yearlong  anniversary  In  1998." 

Also  during  the  90s.  Turner  said  that  he 
hopes  the  university  will  attain  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  chair  and  a  doubling  of  the  library. 

"There  will  be  some  major  evaluations 
done  during  the  nineties."  he  said."  espe- 
cially concerning  the  medical  center  in  Jack- 
son. We  will  have  to  do  some  serious  con- 
siderations for  a  whole  new  hospital." 

When  many  people  think  of  Ole  Miss,  they 
think  "prejudice"  or  "racists"  because  of  the 
various  negative  acts  that  have  transpired  on 
this  campus. 

Turner  said  that  although  he  wishes  the 
events  had  never  happened  he  believes  them 
to  be  part  of  the  many  historic  activities  that 
have  enabled  Ole  Miss  to  grow. 

Not  long  ago  the  university  adopted  as  a 
motto  "A  Legacy  of  Achievement  with  Vision 
for  Tomorrow."  Turner  said  that  the  "Legacy 
of  achievement"  encompasses  both  the  neg- 
ative and  the  positive  aspects  of  the  univer- 
sity." 

"We  are  pushing  toward."  he  said,  "and 
It's  because  of  the  good  foundation   upon 
which  we  are  built."  •

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Making  a  Difference 

Finance  professor  named  Outstanding  Teacher 

Doctors,  lawyers,  pharmacists,  businessmen,  journalists  .  .  .  these  and  scores  of  other  accomplished  professionals  of  all  fields  of  study  pass  on  their 
knowledge  and  experience  to  students  at  the  University  of  Mississippi;  thus  making  a  difference  In  their  lives. 
But  few  of  these  teachers  are  honored  for  their  success. 

Dr.  R.  Phil  Malone,  associate  professor  of  finance  in  the  school  of  Business  was  named  1988-89  Outstanding  Teacher. 

The  Elsie  M.  Hood  Outstanding  Teacher  Award,  was  established  in  1966  to  annually  recognize  excellence  in  teaching.  The  selection  committee 
consists  of  eight  former  recipients,  the  ASB  President  and  the  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs. 
Students  are  asked  to  nominate  a  teacher  whom  they  believe  to  be  worthy  of  the  award.  Nomination  letters  are  taken  in  November  and  December 

and  are  reviewed  by  the  committee  in  the 
Spring. 

Along  with  this  honor,  the  recipient  is 
given  a  plaque  and  a  $2,000  check  which  is 
presented  by  Chancellor  R.  Gerald  Turner 
during  the  Honors  Day  Program. 

Malone,  who  has  served  on  the  faculty 
senate,  believes  his  teaching  strength  lies 
in  the  strong  demands  he  makes  of  all  his 
students. 

"I  want  our  students  to  know  what  to 
expect  in  the  world,"  he  said.  "It's  very 
competitive  out  there.  It's  very  refreshing 
when  we  send  students  out  and  they  do 
well." 

Lauded  for  excellent  classroom  teaching, 
Malone  pioneered  the  use  of  microcom- 
puters in  the  school  by  obtaining  what  he 
believes  to  be  the  first  Mississippi  use  of 
microcomputers  in  a  classroom  setting. 

Malone  said  he  uses  a  large  screen  mon- 
itor to  show  students  how  to  calculate  in- 
ternal rates  of  return,  marginal  cost  of  cap- 
ital and  other  finance  principles. 

He  said  he  hopes  to  incorporate  the  use  of 
spreadsheets  in  his  classes,  especially  in 
the  introductory  finance  courses. 

"With  the  microcomputers,  I  hope  to 
teach  students  advanced  spreadsheet  tech- 
niques and  how  to  do  presentations,"  he 
said. 

Malone  said  that  he  was  somewhat  sur- 
prised to  receive  the  award  since  Ole  Miss 
has  so  many  excellent  teachers. 

"It's  somewhat  puzzling,"  he  said.  "I 
have  a  reputation  of  being  harsh  and  my 
classes  certainly  aren't  the  most  popular 
classes.

Johnny  Appleseed  was  standing  anxiously  in  his  as- 
signed spot  in  the  graduation  line.  He  knew  that  the  Dean 
would  soon  call  his  name. 

"Johnny  Appleseed,  cum  laude,"  said  the  voice  on  the 
microphone. 

With  beads  of  sweat  on  his  forehead,  and  tear  of  joy  in 
his  eyes,  Johnny  reached  out  for  his  hard-earned  trophy. 

The  next  day  while  packing  the  remainder  of  his  be- 
longings, he  thought,  "I've  graduated.  I'm  finished.  Now, 
what's  next?  A  job?  I've  searched  for  a  job  but  there  are 
no  jobs  available  for  me.  I'll  just  die  if  I  can't  get  a  job  after 
all  of  this." 

Finding  a  job  after  graduation  can  be  a  traumatic  ex- 
perience. Not  only  is  it  difficult  to  locate  potential  em- 
ployers, but  also  it  is  difficult  to  talk  to  those  who  are 
hiring. 

Twenty  years  ago,  a  diploma  from  college  could  almost 
guarantee  that  one  would  get  hired.  But  now,  with  so 
many  graduates  the  competition  is  stiffer,  the  qualifi- 
cations are  steeper,  and  because  of  technology,  the  list  of 
potential  employers  is  shorter. 

As  a  result,  many  graduates  are  forced  to  take  jobs 
outside  of  their  fields  or  return  to  college  to  persue  an- 
other degree. 

What's  a  person  to  do? 

The  University  of  Mississippi  offers  free  counseling  to 


students  about  job  placement.  Their  focus  upon  the  stu- 
dent is  not  only  immediately  before  and  after  graduation, 
but  also  during  the  earlier  undergraduate  years  in  the 
quest  for  self-understanding,  appraisal  of  interests  and 
abilities,  and  efforts  to  determine  vocational  objectives 
which  are  most  meaningful  and  satisfying. 

Counselors  are  available  to  assist  students  in  obtaining 
interview  skills  and  job  search  skills. 

Even  if  the  student  has  no  clue  to  what  direction  he 
wants  his  life  to  go,  counselors  can  help  him  explore  the 
diverse  fields  to  see  which  best  fits  his  needs  or  desires. 

Career  Services  and  Placemnt  has  the  responsibility  to 
develop  and  maintain  communication  channels  among 
students,  faculty,  educational  administrators,  education- 
al institutions,  and  employers  so  that  mutual  needs  and 
interests  can  be  properly  interpreted  and  implemented. 

The  goal  of  the  educative  process  is  the  development  of 
the  individual  in  order  that  the  potential  both  as  an 
individual  and  as  a  constructive  member  of  society  may 
be  fulfilled.

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Dealing  with  test  anxiety 


Do  you  find  exams  a  test  of  endurance,  a  time  of 
stress  and  fear,  self-incrimination,  lack  of  sleep,  and 
douts  about  whether  college  is  right  for  you?  Then 
these  suggestions  may  help  make  exam  time  less 
traumatic  for  you. 

ATTITUDE 

A.  We  tend  to  create  either  positive  or  negative 
feelings  about  ourselves  through  the  things  we  think 
in  a  given  situation.  Be  kind  to  yourself  and  treat 
yourself  as  you  treat  a  good  friend.  You  want  to  in- 
crease self-confidence,  not  eliminate  it! 

B.  If  you  don't  make  that  "A,"  it  doesn't  mean  the 
end  of  the  world,  Give  it  your  best  effort.  Afterwards, 
learn  from  the  experience,  pick  yourself  up,  and  pat 
yourself  on  the  back  for  giving  it  your  best  shot. 

C.  Relaxation  training  can  help  you  handle  test 
related  tension.  Teach  yourself  to  relax  by  taking 
slow,  deep  breaths.  Tense  your  muscles  and  gradually 
relax  and  fell  the  tension  leave. 

ACTION 

A.  A  most  important  rule  for  relieving  anxiety  at 
exam  time;  Never  postpone  completing  today's  as- 
signment until  another  time! 


B.  Scheduling  of  study  time  during  the  semester 
helps  eliminate  cramming  before  exams.  Set  up  a 
written  schedule  for  reviewing  and  summarizing 
class  lecture  notes,  textbook  notes,  and  questions 
from  quizzes.  Allow  time  for  meals,  proper  rest,  and 
periods  of  relaxation. 

C.  To  stay  at  our  best  during  an  exam,  use  these 
five  hints: 

1 .  Arrive  at  the  exam  early.  Choose  a  seat  with  the 
fewest  distractions.  Do  not  sit  near  a  friend  or  discuss 
the  exam  with  friends.  Any  conversation  before  the 
exam  is  likely  to  interfere  with  your  mental  set. 

2.  To  keep  out  distracting  thoughts,  rehearse  ideas, 
facts,  and  formulas. 

3.  Listen  carefully  to  directions  and  read  all  in 
structions  before  beginning. 

4.  Begin  with  the  easiest  questions,  don't  spend  toe 
much  time  on  any  one  question  —  move  on  and  come 
back  to  it. 

5.  If  you  feel  too  much  tension,  practice  a  relaxation 
exercise.

The  University  of  Mississippi  continues  to 
teach  students  to  be  teachers  but  it  doesn't 
>top  there.  It  continues  to  provide  the  oppor- 
unity  for  further  education  for  those  already  in 
he  classroom  —  and  not  always  with  the  use  of 
extbooks. 

During  an  excavating  field  trip  this  past  year  in 
:entral  Mississippi,  40  junior  high  school  teach- 
ers attending  a  National  Science  Foundation  In- 
L  u  stitute  at  the  University  of  Mississippi  discovered 
some  40  million-year-old  whale  bones,  which 
nay  be  part  of  an  extremely  rare  archaeological 
md. 
Dr.  Bill  Reynolds,  Ole  Miss  associate  professor 
y>n  )f  geology  and  geological  engineering,  said  of- 
[  j  "icials  from  the  Philadelphia  Academy  of  Science 
ire  conducting  an  investigation  to  determine  if  a 
ull  skeleton  is  embedded  in  the  site  at  Cynthia,  a 
-linds  County  community  near  Jackson. 
If  a  complete  skeleton  could  be  uncovered  at 


the  aggregate  mining  site,  it  would  be  only  the 
secona  one  in  the  world,  Reynolds  said. 

Reynolds  said  he  knew  some  bones  had  been 
discovered  in  the  mine  by  workers  when  he  sent 
the  teachers  on  the  two-day  field  trip  although  he 
had  no  idea  what  they  would  find. 

"It's  quite  a  bonaza,"  he  said.  "The  bones  — 
eight  vertebrate  pieces  and  12  various  rib  and 
flipper  bones  —  have  been  determined  to  be 
those  of  a  basilosaurus  cetoides,  an  extinct  car- 
nivorous whale.  The  mammal  had  a  snout  like  a 
crocodile  and  a  wicked  set  of  teeth." 

Dr.  Jean  Shaw,  co-director  of  the  institute, 
said  the  discovery  should  serve  as  a  valuable 
educational  tool  for  the  teachers  when  they  re- 
turn to  the  classroom. 

"It  will  show  students  that  new  and  interesting 
aspects  of  science  can  be  uncovered  in  Missis- 
sippi," she  said.

ational  Space  Grant  College  and 
ellowship  Program,  heralding  a 
lose  working  relationship  in  both 
ducation  and  research  activites. 

Dr.  Allie  Smith,  dean  of  the 
chool  of  Engineering  said,  "There 
re  land  grant  colleges  and  sea 
rant  colleges,  and  now  there  are 
pace  grant  institutions. 

"This  new  affiliation  will  put  us 
n  the  cutting  edge  of  space- 
slated  research  and  provide  su- 
erior  fellowships  and  scholar- 
hips  for  our  students,"  he  said. 

As  a  new  affiliate  of  the  Ala- 
ama  Space  Grant  Consortium  of 
ASA,  Ole  Miss  joins  a  select  group 


of  other  regional  universities, 
space-related  industries  and  the 
Alabama  Space  and  Rocket  Center 
in  the  new  collaboration. 

Objectives  of  the  consortium, 
which  will  be  headquartered  at  the 
University  of  Alabama  in  Hunts- 
ville,  are: 

•  To  participate  in  a  national  net- 
work of  universities  with  capabil- 
ities in  aeronautics,  space  and  re- 
lated fields  under  the  auspices  of 
NASA. 

•  To  encourage  cooperative  space- 
related  programs  between  univer- 
sities, industries,  federal,  state  and 
local  governments. 

•  To  encourage  interdisciplinary 
training,  research  and  public  ser- 
vice programs  related  to  aerospace. 


•  To  recruit  and  train  profession- 
als for  career  in  aerospace  sci- 
ence, technology  and  allied  fields. 

•  To  promote  a  strong  science, 
mathematics  and  technology  ed- 
ucational base  from  elementary 
schools  to  the  university  level. 

These  activities  will  include  a 
fellowship  program  for  university 
students;  a  regional  aerospace  in- 
formation network;  funds  to  sup- 
port  professors  in   aerospace- 
related  projects;   seminars  and 
conferences  to  promote  aerospace 
studies  from  the  high  school  to 
the  university  level;  support  for 
innovative  teaching,  service  and 
research  projects;   a  summer 
faculty  fellowship  program  and 
a  NASA-University  exchange 
program  to  foster  cooperation 
and  sponsor  projects. 

Space  Grant  activities  at  Ole 
Miss  will  primarily  involve  en- 
gineering and  the  sciences  but 
also  may  include  such  fields  as 
economics,  sociology,  interna- 
tional affairs,  public  adminis- 
tration and  other  space-related 
fields. 

Among  the  reasons  cited  for 
selecting  Ole  Miss  were  the 
presence  of  strong  programs  in 
structural  dynamics,  aerospace 
heat  transfer,  materials  sci- 
ence, processing  of  composite 
materials  for  spacecraft,  com- 
putatuional  fluid  dynamics, 
electromagetic  field  theory,  ro- 
botics, and  remote  sensing. 

"Our  facu  ty  has  more  than 
50  years  experience  in  the 
aerospace  industry,"  said  Dean 
Smith,  "and  this  now  includes 
an  undergraduate  degree  path 
in  astronautical  engineering." 
Ole  Miss  has  also  been 
named  by  the  State  College 
Board  as  having  exclusive  re- 
sponsibility for  offering  gradu- 
ate and  undergraduate  engi- 
neering serfices  at  the  NASA 
Advanced  Solid  Rocket  Motor 
Plant,  which  will  be  built  in 
Tishomingo  County.

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Getting  Exposed 

Program  implemented  to 
recruit  black  graduates

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Anew  program  at  Ole  Miss  offers  the  op- 
portunity for  representatives  of  South- 
ern historically  black  colleges  and  uni- 
versities to  gain  preliminary  exposure  to  the 
various  challenges  of  graduate  school. 

The  Educational  Opportunities  Program,  an 
intense  summer  program  implemented  last 
summer,  is  designed  to  familiarize  black  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  their  junior  year  of 
college  and  plan  to  attend  graduate  school. 

Participants  in  the  program  are  enrolled  in 
three  specially-designed  seminars  and  one 
graduate  course  in  their  field  of  study. 

The  program  is  funded  by  a  grant  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education.  Students  se- 
lected for  the  program  must  be  recommended 
by  their  respective  institutions  and  meet  the 
minimum  requirements  for  entrance:  a  3.0 
grade  point  average  and  a  sincere  interest  in 
pursuing  graduate  study. 

The  students  expenses  were  paid,  and  they 


received  a  stipend  equivalent  to  a  summer  Job 
a  minimum  wage. 

Fox  said,  "These  students  were  well-read, 
socially  conscious  and  totally  unlhibtted 
when  it  came  to  expressing  their  views  and 
opinions  about  how  the  program  is  operating. 
Their  input  and  influence  has  resulted  in 
some  changes  in  the  original  format,  alter- 
ations which  we  feel  have  greatly  improved 
the  program's  effectiveness." 

The  10  week-program  was  divided  into  two 
summer  school  segments.  The  daily  schedule 
consisted  of  two  one  and  one  half  hour  each 
day,  one  in  the  morning  and  another  in  the 
afternoon. 

Fox  said,  "Our  objective  is  to  give  these 
academically-talented  juniors  information 
and  skills  which  we  hope  they  will  use  in  their 
senior  year  as  they  prepare  for  graduate 
school. 

"In  graduate  studies  orientation,  they  are 


taught  how  to  obtain  information  about  grad- 
uate programs  and  Instltlutlons,  how  to  pre- 
pare an  effective  application,  and  availability 
ol  scholarships,  fellowships,  and  assistant- 
ships  and  how  to  apply  for  them." 

The  students  attended  a  week-long  com- 
puter skills  workshop  and  a  library  orien- 
tation with  a  professional  staff  member  who 
acquainted  them  with  periodical  and  journal 
collections,  information  retreival  systems, 
and  reference  collections  relevant  to  graduate 
study. 

Fox  said  he  hopes  that  all  the  students  will 
benefit  from  the  program  and  attend  graduate 
school  once  they  complete  their  undergrad- 
uate degree  requirements. 

"We  would  like  for  them  to  consider  re- 
turning to  the  university,  but  if  they  decide  to 
go  elsewhere  to  further  their  education,  they 
will  at  least  have  the  skills  they  received  here 
to  help  them."  Fox  said.

ner  Dean  Thomas  A.  Edmonds  re- 
signed in  Jaunary  1989. 

A  noted  lecturer  and  author,  39- 
•ear-old  Shipley  served  as  professor 
ind  associated  dean  for  administra- 
ion  at  the  University  of  South  Car- 
dina  School  of  Law. 

In  1975  the  Urbana,  Illinois,  native 
eceived  a  juris  doctor  degree  from  The 
Jniversity  of  Chicago  Law  School, 
vhere  he  served  as  executive  editor  of 
"he  University  of  Chicago  Law  Re- 
iew.  While  a  student,  he  was  also  a 
esearch  assistant  for  renowned  pro- 
essor  Stanley   Kaplan.    He   holds  a 


bachelor  of  arts  degree  with  highest 
honors  in  American  history  from 
Oberlin  College  in  Oberlin,  Ohio. 

Chancellor  Gerald  Turner  said 
Shipley  was  picked  from  among  some 
highly  qualified  candidates. 

"We  feel  very  fortunate  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  choose  from  among 
some  extremely  strong  finalists,''  Tur- 
ner said.  "Shipley  has  an  excellent 
background  in  both  undergraudate 
and  legal  education.  He  has  the  nec- 
essary administrative  experience  and 
has  received  significant  recognition  in 
his  field.  Throughout  the  selection  pro- 
cess, he  gained  strong  support  from 
the  administration,  as  well  as  the  law 
school  faculty,  staff  and  students." 

Shipley  began  his  teaching  career  in 
1977  as  a  visiting  assistant  professor 
at  The  University  of  South  Carolina 
School  of  Law,  attaining  full  professor 
status  there  in  1985.  In  the  interim,  he 
served  visiting  professorships  at  The 


Ohio  State  University  College  of  Law 
and  The  College  of  William  and  Mary 
at  the  Marshall  Wythe  School  of  Law. 

He  has  taught  courses  in  copyright 
or  intellectual  property,  civil  proce- 
dure, administrative  law,  legal  and 
equitable  remedies,  and  domestic  re- 
lations. 

A  noted  authority  on  copyright  law, 
Shipley  is  presently  co-authouring  a 
copyright  case  book,  which  he  expects 
to  be  published  in  1991.  He  has  ad- 
dressed the  subject  of  copyright  in 
presentations  at  the  American  Bar  As- 
sociation's  annual  convention,  at 
meetings  of  the  South  Carolina  Bar 
and  at  vaious  continuing  legal  educa- 
tion seminars  and  workshops. 

He  is  currently  serving  his  fourth 
term  as  a  member  of  the  Carolina  Pa- 
tent, Trademark  and  Copyright  Law 
Association's  Board  of  Managers.

valuable. 

Tettleton  said,  "Some  of  the  owls 
are  stylized;  one  is  naturalistic  and 
others  are  realistic  or  abstract." 

The  objects,  collected  from 
throughout  the  U.S.  and  around  the 
world,  also  reflect  the  cultural  dif- 
ferences of  their  creators.  It's  easy  to 
spot  the  souvenir  from  Mexico  and  to 
detect  which  birds  have  an  Oriental 
influence. 

Tettleton,  who  joined  the  Ole  Miss 
faculty  in  1965,  began  his  collection 
after  receiving  an  owl  as  a  gift  from  a 
friend. 

His  office,  located  near  the  Fine 
Arts  Gallery  in  Bryant  Hall,  is  a  sight 
to  behold.  Every  inch  of  wall  space  is 
covered  with  artworks,  and  what 
space  remains  on  his  already  filled 
bookshelves  provides  a  roost  for  one 
of  his  owls. 


A  close  inspection  of  his  office's  in- 
terior reveals  that  many  of  his  book- 
marks are  adorned  with  owls  and  that 
owl  bookends  keep  some  of  the  books 
in  place  on  overcrowded  shelves. 

However  the  majority  of  his  owl  col- 
lection is  three-deminsional  and  meas- 
ures less  than  a  half-inch  tall. 

"I  try  to  keep  the  size  down."  he  ex- 
plained, "because  they  take  up  less 
space." 

Regardless  of  the  size,  each  owl 
comes  complete  with  its  own  story. 
Whether  it's  a  painted  rock  perched  on 
a  piece  of  pine  bark  given  to  him  by  a 
former  student  or  a  solemn  owl  carved 
from  ironwood  that  was  a  gift  from  his 
son,  Tettleton  said  the  collection  has 
provided  him  much  enjoyment  in  and 
out  of  the  classroom.

'  In  that  first  program,  pharmacist  Will 
lackett  was  described  as  a  "no  ordinary 
Iruggist  who  is  shrewd,  understanding, 
lometimes  an  inscrutable  fellow,  with  a 
;enius  for  getting  tangled  up  in  the  lives  of 
nen  who  cross  his  path." 

Dr.   Mickey  Smith,    Barnard   Distin- 
guished Professor  of  Health  Care  Admin- 
stration   has  collected  over  700  radio 
ihows  like  "The  Lone  Ranger,"  "Fibber 
0l(  AcGee  and  Molly,"  and  "The  Shadow." 
Smith's  collection  has  gravitated  toward 
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his  profession  since  his  great  interest  in 
life  has  been  his  pharmacy  and  health 
care  administration  career.  His  dedication 
to  it  is  evident  in  his  international  rep- 
utation as  a  scholar,  a  researcher,  a 
teacher,  and  a  innovator. 

Smith  first  collected  references  to  phar- 
macy on  radio  and  produced  a  cassette 
tape  of  their  reflections  as  part  of  a  phar- 
macy history  project  which  is  now  part  of 
the  University's  pharmaceutical  museum. 
His  research  continued  with  a  journal 
article  on  Milton  Geiger,  the  pharmacist- 
writer  who  produced  the  scripts.  However 
Geiger's  expertise  when  the  final  scripts 
were  produced,  indicating  that  the  editor 
probably  figured  the  audience  had  little 
interest  in  chemical  intricacies  short  of 
nitroglycerine. 

Smith  hopes  that  "County  Seat"  will  be 
incorporated  into  the  University  Museum 
especially  since  he  has  found  what  may  be 
the  only  existing  episode  in  the  series.

Senior  Class  adopts  new  flag 


If  anyone's  wondered  about  the  new  flag  that 
was  waved  In  the  stands  at  the  games,  it  was 
the  creation  of  the  senior  class  —  designed  not 
only  to  lift  school  spirit,  but  to  raise  money  as 
well. 

The  senior  class  began  selling  the  new  flags 
at  the  Ole  Miss-Georgia  game  to  raise  money  to 
light  the  grove.  The  class  has  over  800  flags. 

Elizabeth  Noblin,  senior  class  president,  said 
that  the  class  wanted  to  do  something  different 
and  designing  a  flag  had  never  been  done  be- 
fore. 

"Several  people  on  the  senior  committee  put 
their  heads  together  and  came  up  with  a 
sketch,  and  then  we  got  an  artist  from  Jackson 
to  perfect  it,"  Noblin  said. 

The  "Rebel  M"  as  it  has  been  named  is  a  flag 
that  is  distinctly  Ole  Miss  —  1990,  said  Noblin. 

"Sometimes  people  refer  to  it  as  the  Battle 
M.'  saying  that  the  Rebels  are  going  to  battle," 
she  said. 

Jim  Eicknolz,  class  vice-president,  said  the 
committee  decided  that  putting  electric  lighting 
in  The  Grove  would  be  the  most  beneficial  proj- 
ect the  class  could  undertake  and  selling  a  new 
flag  wasn't  any  one  person's  idea. 

"We  thought  it  (lights)  would  be  good  for  ball 
games  and  make  things  a  lot  safer  for  people 


walking  through  at  night,"  he  said.  "We  were 
not  trying  to  replace  the  old  flag,  but  this  gave 
people  an  option." 

Pat  Scanlon,  a  senior  class  officer  said,  "If 
the  flag  goes  over  well,  and  if  the  adminis- 
tration wants  to  adopt  it,  we're  more  than  will- 
ing to  let  them." 

Noblin  said,  "If  we  fall  short  for  some  reason, 
the  school  would  help  us  out.  They  decided  that 
this  project  is  beneficial  enough  that  they  could 
lend  a  hand  if  it  was  needed." 

She  said  reaction  to  the  flag,  on  the  most  part 
was  quite  good.  "We  do  have  a  few  people  who 
say,  'Well.  I'm  keeping  my  Confederate  flag,' 
but  that  hasn't  happened  much,"  Noblin  said. 

"Most  people  understood  that  we  were  not  in 
opposition  to  anybody's  flag,"  she  said. 

Black  Student  Union  President  Reginald  Tur- 
ner said  that  he  was  glad  to  see  the  senior  class 
take  an  initiative  to  ease  some  of  the  contro- 
versy surrounding  the  Confederate  flag,  espe- 
cially in  light  of  some  of  the  negative  things  that 
have  happened  this  year. 

"The  black  student  union  was  very  im- 
pressed," he  said.  "I  definitely  think  it  is  a 
positive  move  and  a  step  in  the  right  direction."

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Darnell  leads  Rebs 
to  7-4  bowl  season 


The  1989  Ole  Miss  Rebel  football 
team  overcame  much  adversity  and 
reached  new  heights  enroute  to  Its 
first  trip  to  the  Liberty  Bowl  since 
1968. 

There  the  Rebels  played  Helsman 
Trophy  candidate  Dee  Dowls  and  his 
wishbone-oriented  Air  Force  Falcons 
December  28. 

Ole  Miss  went  on  to  win  the  game 
42-29.  It  was  the  third  time  in  head 
coach  Billy  Brewer'seven-year  tenure 
at  Ole  Miss  that  the  Rebels  earned  a 
trip  to  a  bowl  game. 

The  Rebels  finished  the  regular  sea- 
son 7-4  overall,  and  4-3  In  the  South- 
eastern Conference,  good  enough  for 
fourth  place.  Plagued  by  a  series  of 
Injules  early  In  the  season,  mostly  on 
the  defensive  side  of  the  ball,  the 
Rebels  rallied  behind  the  explosive  of- 
fense of  senior  quarterback  John 
Darnell,  senior  receivers  Pat  Coleman 
and  Willie  Green,  and  tailback  Randy 
Baldwin. 

The  Rebels  won  four  games  coming 
from  behind,  three  of  them  in  the  final 
minute  of  play,  and  they  came  within 
Inches  of  winning  two  other  games  In 
the  final  seconds. 

But  the  biggest  lost  of  the  team  was 
on  October  28  during  the  homecoming 
game  against  Vanderbllt.  It  was  dur- 
ing this  game  when  redshlrt  freshman 
Roy  Lee  "Chucky"  Mulllns  suffered  a 
severe  neck  Injury. 

The   Russellvllle,   Ala.   native   was 


paralyzed  from  the  neck  down  af- 
ter breaking  up  a  Vanderbllt  pass 
play  Inside  the  Rebels'  10-yard 
line. 

Ole  Miss  established  the  Roy  Lee 
"Chucky"  Mulllns  trust  fund  to 
help  pay  for  Mulllns'  lifetime  care. 
Aided  by  donations  from  across  the 
nation,  Ole  Miss  raised  over 
$600,000  for  Mulllns. 

Oddly  enough  the  road  to  the 
Liberty  Bowl  began  where  it  would 
end.  in  Memphis. 

In  the  opening  game  of  the  sea- 
son Ole  Miss  knocked  off  Memphis 
State  20-13  as  Darnell  completed 
15-of-29  passes  for  259  yards. 

The  following  week  the  Rebels 
traveled  to  Gainesville,  Fla.  to 
tackle  Emmltt  Smith  and  the  Flor- 
ida Gators.  Winning  on  the  road  Is 
a  tough  task  In  the  SEC,  but  the 
Rebels  took  advantage  of  Florida 
turnovers  as  the  defense  preserved 
the  win  for  Ole  Miss. 

The  first  home  game  of  the  sea- 
son was  played  on  campus  against 
Arkansas  State,  a  team  that  al- 
ways gives  the  Rebels  fits. 

Darnell  passed  for  412  yards 
and  three  touchdowns  to  lead  Ole 
Miss  to  a  34-31  win  at  Vaught- 
Hemlngway  Stadium.  Darnell's 
412  yards  was  the  most  since 
Archie  Manning  threw  for  436 
against  Alabama  in  1969. 

Although   it  was  the  offense 


lighting  up  the  scoreboard,  it  was  the 
defense  not  allowing  ASU  to  score  in 
the  second  half  which  was  the  key  to 
the  win.  It  was  the  first  time  since 
1981  that  the  Rebels  had  won  their 
first  three  games. 

Ole  Miss  received  Its  first  real  test 
against  the  eighth-ranked  Arkansas 
Razorbacks  In  Jackson.  The  Razor- 
backs  survived  a  late  rally  by  the 
Rebels  as  Darnell  was  Intercepted  in 
the  endzone  with  1 3  seconds  to  play 
Arkansas  won  24-17. 

After  a  one  week  rest,  Ole  Miss 
returned  to  Jackson  to  tangle  with 
the  Alabama  Crimson  Tide. 

Things  looked  good  early  for  the 
Rebels  as  they  jumped  out  to  a  21-0 
lead  in  the  opening  seven  minutes  of 
the  game,  but  the  Tide  rolled  back  to 
take  a  62-27  win. 

Ole  Miss  licked  its  wounds  and  re- 
turned to  campus  to  host  the  Georgia 
Bulldogs.  With  just  31  seconds  to 
play  and  Ole  Miss  down  13-10. 
Darnell  hit  senior  flanker  Reid  Hines 
in  the  endzone  for  a  touchdown.  It 
was  Hines'  first  career  TD  catch. 

Ole  Miss  traveled  to  New  Orelans 
to  play  a  struggling  Tulane  Green 
Wave.  The  Rebels  had  to  scratch  and 
fight  to  earn  its  second  consecutive 
last-minute  win  as  the  Rebels  scored 
22  fourth  quarter  points,  the  final 
score  a  24-yard  pass  to  tight  end 
Rich  Gebbla  with  four  seconds  re- 
maining in  the  game. 


The  following  week  was  Homecoming 
But  this  Homecoming  game  will  be  re 
membered  like  no  other  In  Ole  Miss  his 
tory. 

It  was  In  the  first  quarter  of  this  gam 
against  the  Vanderbllt  Commodore 
that  safety  Chucky  Mulllns  was  para 
lyzed  from  the  neck  down. 

The  Rebels  once  again  came  from  be 
hind  to  win.  Trailing  10-0  at  halftlme 
the  Rebels  scored  28  unanswered  point 
In  the  second  half. 

Over  42,000  showed  up  at  Vaught 
Hemingway  the  following  week  as  the  1 
6  LSU  Tigers  came  to  campus  for  th 
first  time  since  1960. 

Trailing  35-30  in  the  final  minute  o 
play,  Darnell  proceeded  to  march  th 
Rebels  downfleld  in  the  final  minutes  o 
the  game  like  he  had  done  several  time 
previously.  With  19  seconds  to  g 
Darnell  was  Intercepted  In  the  endzon 
by  LSU's  Jimmy  Young. 

Ole  Miss  took  its  second  open  date  o 
the  season  to  prepare  for  its  trip  t' 
Knoxville.  Tenn.  to  play  the  Volunteers 
The  Vols  put  the  game  away  with  1: 
fourth  quarter  points  and  294  yard 
rushing  from  freshman  Chuck  Webh 
winning  33-21. 

The  Rebels  entered  the  Egg  Bow 
against  Mississippi  State  with  the  Lib 
erty  Bowl  bid  assured  Ole  Miss  knocke< 
off  Its  arch-rival  22-1  1.  •

This  year  the  Ole  Miss  Rebels  returned  to 
the  Liberty  Bowl  for  the  time  since  1 968  when 
they  beat  Virginia  Tech  34-17. 

The  Rebels  biggest  concern  was  defense, 
and  stopping  Air  Force  quarterback  Dee 
Dowis.  Some  say  Dowis  is  the  best  ever  at 
operating  the  "wishbone,"  a  running  style  of 
offense  that  traditionally  has  given  Ole  Miss 
troubles. 

But  the  Rebels  had  a  score  to  settle  with  the 
Falcons.  In  1983  it  was  Air  Force  who  topped 
Ole  Miss  9-3  in  the  Independence  Bowl. 

Ole  Miss  jumped  out  to  a  28-9  halftime  lead 
enroute  to  its  42-29  grounding  of  the  Air 
Force. 

The  Rebels  scored  on  their  first  two  pos- 
sessions as  quarterback  John  Darnell  hooked 
up  with  receiver  Reid  Hines  on  a  32-yard 
touchdown  strike.  The  next  possession,  tail- 
back Randy  Baldwin  scored  from  23  yards  out. 

Ole  Miss  continued  to  dominate  the  game 
and  held  Dowis  to  just  86  yards  rushing. 

Baldwin,  the  game's  Most  Valuable  Player, 
rushed  for  177  yards  and  two  touchdowns.  It 
was  the  first  time  an  Ole  Miss  player  rushed 
for  over  1 50  in  a  game  since  Buford  McGee  had 
167  against  Tulane  in  1983. 

Ole  Miss  set  numerous  team  records  includ- 
ing most  first  downs  (30),  most  points  in  a  bowl 
game,  and  533  total  yards  offense  is  also  a 
team  bowl  record.

The  University  of  Mississippi 
Cheerleading  Squad  has  been 
working  on  one  main  goal  the  last 
few  years  and  that  is  to  motivate 
Ole  Miss  fans. 

Cheerleading  Coach  Brad 
Bromich  said,  "The  main  goal 
over  the  past  few  years  has  been 
trying  to  get  back  to  the  purpose 
behind  cheerleading  from  the  very 
beginning;  that  is,  to  lead  the 
crowd.  We  feel  Ole  Miss  has  the 
potential  to  be  as  good  as  any 
crowd  anywhere." 

"What  we  are  trying  to  do,"  said 
Bromich,  "is  focus  their  energy 
into  something  that  would  moti- 
vate the  team,  whether  that  can 
be  Hotty  Toddy,  crowd  participa- 
tion, yells,  or  something  with  the 
band." 

Bromich  said  the  cheerleaders 
practice  two  hours  a  day,  six  days 
a  week.  The  cheerleading  squad  is 
trying  to  be  as  collegiate  as  pos- 
sible in  their  skills  such  as  part- 
ner stunts  and  gymnastics. 

Bromich  said  that  although  the 
cheerleading  squad  has  competed 
nationally  and  has  ranked  in  the 
top  1 5  squads  in  the  nation  for  the 
last  two  years,  Ole  Miss  Spirit,  is 
still  their  number  one  goal. 

"A  team  performs  better  with  a 
crowd  that  is  really  supporting  the 
team,"  said  Bromich.  "Verbal 
support  is  always  better  than  just 


presence  at  the  game." 

Bromich  said  the  squad  has 
been  using  new  things  to  increase 
crowd  participation,  such  as  the 
use  of  the  mike  man  who  is  called 
Colonel  Reb.  Guy  Cobb,  a  soph- 
omore from  Springfield,  Missouri, 
and  who  is  formally  of  the  Bud- 
light  Daredevils,  is  the  1989-90 
Colonel  Reb. 

Cobb  said  that  the  cheerleaders 
like  to  get  some  cohesion  with  the 
crowd.  They  try  to  focus  every- 
thing and  get  everyone  to  cheer 
and  yell  at  the  same  time. 

"Anyone  who  has  played  a 
sport  knows  how  important  it  is  to 
have  the  crowd  behind  you,"  said 
Cobb.  "As  the  mike  man  I  try  to 
throw  some  humor  here  and  there 
so  the  crowd  won't  get  down  on 
the  team  or  down  in  spirit.  Some- 
one may  describe  me  as  the  crowd 
quarterback. 

Kim  Kalbearer,  a  senior  from 
Dallas,  Texas  said  one  of  the  ob- 
stacles of  being  an  Ole  Miss  cheer- 
leader is  to  get  Ole  Miss  fans  to 
participate,  but  she  added  that  the 
fans  have  come  a  long  way  in  the 
four  years  she  has  been  cheering. 
Kalbearer  said  being  a  cheerlead- 
er is  a  lot  of  work,  but  it  is  def- 
initely worth  it. 

"We  were  ranked   11th  in  the 
nation  last  year  and  I  can't  wait 
for  next  year  to  see  what  happens, 
"said  Kalbearer.  •

The  most  promising  aspect  that  makes  the  1990s 
bright  for  the  Ole  Miss  baseball  team  is  a  new  playing 
facility,  the  Oxford-University  Stadium/Swayze  Field? 
The  3.75  million  dollar  stadium  was  completed  in 
October. 

Lights  brought  nighttime  baseball  to  Oxford. 
One  of  those  15  night  games  was  probably  the  biggest 
of  the  year,  a  nationally-televised  game  on  ESPN  April 
24  against  the  Kentucky  Wildcats. 

The  Rebels  won  the  game  6-4  and  impressed  future 
players,  coaches,  professional  scouts,  and  baseball 
fans  with  their  new  stadium. 

"A  lot  of  people  had  a  chance  to  see  our  ball  club, 
and  our  facilities,"  said  Ole  Miss  head  coach  Jake 
Gibbs. 

"The  announcers  gave  Ole  Miss  and  our  ball  club 
great  publicity,"  he  said. 

Gibbs  said  not  only  does  the  new  stadium  add  to  the 
baseball  program  in  the  form  of  recruiting,  it  en- 
hances the  beauty  of  the  campus  as  a  whole. 

"One  thing  it  did,  when  you  ride  into  campus,  you 
see  a  first-class,  real  nice-looking  baseball  facility," 
Gibbs  said,  "which  I  think  all  the  people  at  the  uni- 
versity, Oxford,  and  Mississippi  in  particular  are 
proud  of. ' '

Glbbs  also  said  the  stadium  Improved  the  baseball  atmosphere  on  campus. 

"It  gave  us  some  baseball  atmosphere  of  having  nice  seats  to  sit  In  and  nice 
concession  stands,''  Glbbs  said. 

According  to  Glbbs,  concession  sales  by  the  first  of  April  had  surpassed  those  of 
two  years  at  Old  Swayze  Field. 

The  new  stadium  has  player  locker  rooms,  training  rooms,  an  equipment  room, 
a  weight  room,  and  an  Indoor  hitting  facility. 

"For  the  kids  we  have  here  now  playing  for  us.  It's  a  different  atmosphere, 
different  attitude  for  them  to  come,  to  a  place  and  know  this  Is  ours,''  Glbbs  said. 

Glbbs  said  he  can  now  recult  nationally  because  of  the  new  facility. 

"When  we  bring  a  kid  In  now.  we  have  a  chance  to  sign  him.  Two  or  three  years 
ago  I  wouldn't  have  got  In  the  door."  he  said. 

The  Ole  Miss  Rebel  baseball  team  end  the  '80s  on  a  high  note,  posting  a  34-21 
overall  record  and  a  9- 1 5  Southeastern  Conference  record. 

"One  negative  part  you  might  say  about  last  year  was  we  had  a  good  enough 
team  to  be  In  the  NCAA  tournament,  but  we  lost  too  many  close  games,  due  to  the 
fact  we  had  a  shortage  of  relief  pitchers  that  could  save  ball  games  for  us."  Glbbs 
said. 

"We  lost  five  ball  games  In  the  either  the  eighth  of  ninth  Inning  where  we  had 
the  lead  and  couldn't  save  It,"  he  said.  "If  we  had  saved  those  ball  games,  we 
would've  been  In  the  tournament." 

There  were  some  pleasant  surprises  for  the  Rebels  by  some  younger  players, 
signifying  good  things  to  come. 

Redshlrt  freshman  Nate  Rlddley  led  the  team  In  hitting  with  a  .345  average. 
Another  freshman,  southpaw  pitcher  Grant  Sullivan,  went  7-2  with  a  3.79  ERA. 

"Nate  came  on  strong  In  the  middle  of  the  year.  He  was  a  steady  defensive  player 
for  us.  but  he  started  doing  the  Job  with  his  bat  toward  the  middle  of  the  season," 
Glbbs  said. 

"With  a  little  bit  of  luck.  Grant  could've  been  9-0,"  Glbbs  said.  "We're  expecting 
him  to  have  another  good  year.  He  should  be  smarter,  more  settled  than  he  was 
last  year." 

Both  Rlddley  and  Sullivan  were  named  to  the  Mississippi  All-State  team. 

Two  other  Rebels,  second  baseman  Lee  Hodge  and  shortstop  Keith  Kesslnger 
were  named  second-team  All-SEC. 

The  Rebels  lost  three  players  to  the  pro  ranks.  Kesslnger  was  drafted  by  the 
Baltimore  Orioles,  cather  Jim  Cosman  by  the  Philadelphia  Phillies  and  Junior 
pitcher  Darren  Musselwhlte  opted  to  leave  early  to  sign  with  the  San  Francisco 
Giants  organization. 

Another  surprise  last  year  was  two  wins  over  arch-rival  and  national  pow- 
erhouse Mississippi  State. 

The  Rebels  won  8-7  In  the  first  of  a  scheduled  doubleheader  In  Starkvllle.  Ole 
Miss  upended  the  Bulldogs  4-3  In  Jackson  to  lay  claim  to  the  Mayor's  Trophy. 

Ole  Miss  was  one  out  away  from  winning  the  second  game  of  the  doubleheader 
In  Starkvllle  before  the  game  was  called. 

"We  only  needed  one  more  out.  In  SEC  play.  If  that  game  Is  suspended,  we  were 
going  to  pick  It  up  that  Sunday  where  It  left  off."  Glbbs  said.  "And  It  Just  so 
happened  It  rained  that  Sunday  morning  and  we  couldn't  get  It  In." 

Glbbs  said  he  feels  the  Rebel  baseball  program  Is  complete. 

"We've  always  sold  Ole  Miss  on  the  beauty  of  the  campus,  the  academic  part  of 
It  and  the  friendliness  of  the  people,  he  said. 

"We  had  some  things  we  could  sell  to  a  student  about  Ole  Miss  by  not  having  a 
great  baseball  facility. 

"Now  I  think  you're  going  to  see  us  recruiting  a  better  student-athlete.  Re- 
cruiting has  made  a  100  percent  difference."  •

After  reaching  the  National  In- 
vitaion  (NIT)  last  season  and  los- 
ing just  one  starter,  fourth-year 
Ed  Murphy's  basketball  team  had 
dreams  of  reaching  the  NCAA 
Tournament. 

With  superstar  Ail-American 
Gerald  Glass,  who  finished  fourth 
in  the  country  in  scoring  last  year, 
and  the  addition  of  freshman  Joe 
Harvell  and  a  rehabilitated  Tim 
Jumper,  Ole  Miss  seemed  assured 
of  playing  in  postseason  play.

By  mid 
February  the  Rebels  had  im- 
proved to  9-13  and  6-7  in  the 
Southeastern  Conference  play  as 
they  looked  to  a  good  showing  SEC 
Tournament  as  their  hope  of

The  1989-90  Lady  Rebel  basketball  team  may  go 
down  in  history  as  the  most  courageous  team  head 
coach  Van  Chancellor  has  coached  during  his  1 1 
years  at  Ole  Miss. 

Ole  Miss,  one  of  only  six  teams  to  have  competed  in 
all  eight  NCAA  Tournaments,  began  the  season 
ranked  12th.  Injuries  and  a  tough  schedule  knocked 
the  Lady  Rebels  out  of  the  rankings  for  the  first  time. 

It  wasn't  until  the  middle  of  February  that  the  Lady 
Rebels  worked  their  way  back  into  the  Top  25  with  a 
19-5  record,  7-1  in  the  Southeastern  Conference. 

Two  big  reasons  the  Lady  Rebels  have  met  the 
challenges  they've  been  faced  with  are  sophomore 
Charlotte  Banks  and  senior  guard  Michelle  Hartzog- 
Brown. 

Banks  was  an  academic  casualty  and  sat  out  her 
freshman  year.  She  has  rebounded  to  be  one  of  the 
teams  top  scorers. 

Hartzog-Brown  stepped  forward  providing  the  lead- 
ership a  top  contender  needs.  Hartog-Brown  is  solid  in 
all  facets  of  the  game. 

Junior  Jackie  Martin,  All-SEC  honorable  mention 
last  year,  is  the  team's  top  scorer,  assist  leader,  and 
ball  handler. 

O'Neal,  an  All-SEC  selection  last  season,  has  come 
back  to  average  10  points  and  six  rebounds  per  game 
and  once  again  established  herself  as  a  dominate 
force  in  the  paint. 

Two  newcomers  to  Chancellor's  program  have 
helped  the  team's  depth.  Junior  Antrice  McGill  and 
sophomore  Kristen  Goehring  have  shared  time  at  the 
small  forward  position.

The  Ole  Miss  men's  and  women's  golf  teams  strug- 
gled to  break  even  in  the  tough  Southeastern  Con- 
ference. 

The  Rebels  finished  a  disappointing  last  in  their  last 
five  tournaments.  The  best  team  showing  was  the 
first  tournament  at  the  Gator  Invitational  in  Gaines- 
ville, Fla.  where  Ole  Miss  finished  fifth. 

The  Lady  Rebels  finished  its  third  and  best  season 
of  competition.  The  Lady  Rebels  set  three  team 
records,  including  most  top  five  finishes  with  two, 
most  top  10  finishes  with  four,  and  lowest  total  for  a 
single  round  with  a  318. 

Individually,  Dave  Miley  of  the  men's  team  was 
named  to  the  All-SEC  team.  Miley  had  five  top  10 
finishes  with  a  highest  finish  of  third  in  the  Gator 
Invitational  in  Gainesville.  He  missed  qualifying  for 
the  NCAA  Tournament  by  six  strokes  at  the  first  ever 
East  Regional  Golf  Tournament  in  Myrtle  Beach,  S.C. 

For  the  women,  freshman  Chris  Darci  broke  four 
Lady  Rebel  records,  including  a  best  stroke  average  in 
a  season  with  an  80.5  over  15  rounds.  Her  best  finish 
was  a  fourth  place  finish  in  the  Peggy  Kirk  Bell  In- 
vitational.

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Expert  coaching  pays  off 


When  John  Blair  took  over  the  Ole  Miss  Volleyball 
program  four  years  ago,  he  Inherited  a  mediocre  team 
that  he  thought  would  take  six  years  to  rebuild  —  it 
only  took  four. 

"When  I  got  here  I  had  a  definite  idea  in  my  mind  of 
what  it  would  take  to  be  successful."  he  said.  "I 
determine  success  according  to  my  own  criteria,  not 
by  wins  or  losses." 

His  first  three  years,  4 1  wins  and  52  losses,  was  not 
very  successful.  However,  those  three  years  built  the 
foundation  for  a  winning  season.  By  mid-season,  the 
1989  team  had  won  more  games  any  other  team 
coached  by  Blair. 

In  order  for  Blair  to  incorporate  his  philosophy  of 
the  sport,  he  needed  the  right  players  to  do  it.  Re- 
cruiting is  the  only  way  to  get  those  players. 

One  problem  for  Blair  in  recruiting  players  is  the 
fact  that  no  Mississippi  high  school  has  varsity  vol- 
leyball; therefore,  players  have  to  be  recruited  from 
other  states. 

In  1988  the  team  had  most  of  the  players  it  needed 
to  compete  in  the  Southeastern  Conference,  but  the 
competition  was  so  stiff  that  the  Lady  Rebels  finised 
6-17,  the  lowest  record  in  school  history. 

"Last  year  we  went  out  of  our  way  to  find  tough 
opponents  because  we  knew  that's  the  level  we  need- 
ed to  be  for  the  SEC,"  Blair  said. 

Blair  said  the  difference  in  this  year's  team  as  com- 
pared to  previous  teams  Is  the  fact  that  the  team  is 
more  relaxed,  more  confident  and  is  playing  with 
more  intensity. 

"If  you're  not  playing  relaxed  you're  inefficient  be- 


cause you're  concentrating  too  much  on  mechanics," 
he  said. 

For  the  Lady  Rebels,  junior  setter  and  team  captain 
Michelle  Whitby  is  the  heart  of  the  team.  Whitby  led 
the  team  with  more  than  700  assists,  and  more  than 
200  digs. 

Although  Whitby  has  pernicious  anemia,  an  iron 
deficiency  anemia,  she  didn't  show  any  effects  of  her 
condition  in  her  games. 

In  fact,  during  some  games  she  never  left  the  court. 

"Most  of  the  time,  like  when  you  get  caught  up  in  a 
match,  you  can  push  yourself  through,"  she  said. 

Whitby,  a  native  of  Memphis,  transferred  to  Ole 
Miss  in  1 987  from  Mississippi  State  where  she  started 
all  48  games  as  a  freshamn. 

However,  the  year  she  signed  with  Mississippi 
State,  a  new  volleyball  coach  was  hired,  prompting 
her  to  transfer  to  Ole  Miss. 

Whitby  said,  "I  didn't  like  the  new  coach  and  it  was 
a  much  better  program  here  with  coach  Blair." 

According  to  Cami  Jones,  senior  blocker,  Whitby's 
value  to  the  team  cannot  even  begin  to  be  measured. 

Jones  said,  "I  don't  think  there  are  enough  words  to 
describe  what  kind  of  player  she  is.  She's  subceptible 
to  a  lot  of  things,  but  she's  dedicated  to  volleyball." 

Before  the  season  started  the  team  set  a  goal  to  be  in 
Pensacola,  Florida,  Thanksgiving  Day  weekend  for 
the  SEC  tournament,  a  very  realistic  goal,  Blair  said. 

"Our  goal  was  not  to  finish  first  in  the  conference, 
it  was  just  to  finish  in  the  top  four,  he  said.  •

Not  a  new  dilemma 

Concerned  pledge  pleas  for  an  end  to  hazing 


A  fraternity  pledge  revealed  that  he  believes  hazing  is  a 
najor  problem  in  fraternities  on  campus. 

Associate  Dean  of  Students  Sparky  Readon,  received 
ind  anonymous  letter  stating  the  hazing  is  continuing  to 
De  an  issue  among  pledges  before  initiation. 

The  author,  who  called  himself  "a  concerned  pledge," 
hreatened  to  mail  his  letter  to  37  other  newspapers  if 
Readon  did  nor  react  to  the  problem  of  hazing  among 
iledges. 

He  wrote,  "The  local  headlines  can  read  UM  Under- 
akes  Drastic  New  Anti-Hazing  Policy*  or  the  national 
leadlines  can  read  'UM  Knew  of  Hazing  and  Did  Noth- 
ng'  the  next  time  there  is  a  Beta  incident  or  a  pledge  is 
tilled  or  injured.  It  is  your  choice. 

'As  a  fraternity  pledge  1  can  tell  you  that  mental  and 
ihysical  abuse  is  common  in  my  fraternity.  From  lis- 
ening  to  the  guys  around  the  dorm,  1  know  it  is  common 
n  all  of  the  other  fraternities  also,"  wrote  the  pledge. 

"If  a  pledge  is  reliable,  has  good  attendance  records  to 
work  parties,  meetings,  etc.,  and  passes  his  tests  on 
raternity  history  she  should  be  initiated  without  further 
ido." 

The  pledge's  solution  to  eliminating  hazing  involves 
participation  from  school  supervisors. 

'You  (Reardon)  know  when  this  (hell  week)  is  so  Just 
ion't  allow  pledgs  to  be  at  their  respective  fraternity 
louses  without  (IFC)  supervision." 

"Fraternities  here  have  proven  over  and  over  againg 


that  they  can't  clean  up  their  own  acts  regarding  hazing. 
Perhaps  if  the  school  polices  them  or  if  they  police  each 
other  there  can  be  an  end  put  to  this  nonsense,"  he 
wrote. 

The  anonymous  writer  said  everyone  is  against  hazing 
but  no  one  takes  action  to  prevent  ti. 

"As  I  write  this  I  have  already  seen  a  lot  of  other  guys 
around  the  dorm  coming  in  at  3  or  4  in  the  morning  after 
a  night  of  bing  paddled,  humiliated,  screamed  at,  and 
God  only  know  what  els,"  the  pledge  said. 

Sammy  Sliman,  Sigma  Nu  commander  said,  "I  believe 
the  boy  is  scared  from  the  stories  he's  heard.  I  don't 
think  he's  in  jeopardy,  but  I  think  he  believes  he  will  be.  I 
don't  think  there  is  any  serious  hazing  going  on  on  this 
campus  right  now." 

Reardon  siad  he  wanted  to  make  this  letter  public 
because  he  is  frustrated  about  the  "alleged  activity  and 
not  having  people  come  forward." 

Charlie  Upton,  Sigma  Chi  president  said,  "If  this  letter 
is  legitimate,  the  pledge  should  come  forward  and  speak 
to  Sparky  and  reveal  his  name." 

Reardon  said  in  a  newspaper  reply  to  the  pledge,  "If 
you  (or  anyone  else  out  there)  really  care  about  yourself 
or  your  friends,  or  the  Greek  system,  you  can't  afford  to 
hid  behind  anonymity.  You've  got  to  come  forward." 

"I  will  do  anything  humanly  possible  to  stop  hazing," 
he  said.  "We've  got  To  keep  plugging.  •

iay  Is  one  of  the  most  exciting 
:lmes  for  a  rushee;  however  it 
s  known  that  hazing  does  ex- 
st  once  the  pledging  begins. 
Wore  often  than  not,  Greeks 
provide  a  pleasant  atmosphere 
and  many  new  friendships  are 
made  that  lasts  a  lifetime. 
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The  Panhellenic  Council  is  the  governing  body  for  sororities  at 
Ole  Miss.  It  is  composed  of  an  executive  council,  sorority  pres- 
idents and  two  representatives  from  each  sorority. 

The  Panhellenic  operates  under  the  auspices  of  the  National 
Panhellenic  Council  (NPC),  and  members  of  the  National  Pan- 
Hellenic  Council  (NP-HC),  the  national  governing  organization  of 
historically  black  Greek  social  sororities  and  fraternities,  are  also 
members  of  the  Panhellenic  and  the  IFC  at  Ole  Miss. 

Dr.  Judy  Trott,  Dean  of  Students  said  that  a  sorority  is  a  group  of 
college  women  who  have  elected  to  establish  a  close  affiliation  with 
one  another  for  four  years  as  college  students  and  thereafter  as 
college  and  sorority  alumnae. 

She  said  the  sorority  seeks  to  maintain  high  ideals  in  scholarship 
and  social  life  for  its  members. 

"The  University  takes  pride  in  the  fine  spirit  of  the  sororities  on 
campus  and  in  the  contribution  that  they  make  to  University  life," 
said  Trott.  "In  scholarship,  service  and  in  various  phases  of  campus 
leadership,  the  sororities  have  achieved  a  record  of  which  they  may 
be  justly  proud. 

Each  year  Panhellenic  sets  the  guidelines  for  rush  and  other 
sorority  social  activities.  Two  committees  appointed  by  Panhel- 
lenic and  IFC  met  this  year  to  revise  the  swap  system.  Old  prob- 
lems were  discussed  and  a  new  name  and  philosophy  were  es- 
tablished. 

Under  the  new  swap  system,  fraternities  and  sororities  are  re- 
quired to  split  costs,  pledges  cannot  be  forced  to  attend  and  party 
hours  were  extended  until  midnight.

Also,  the  parties  were  sched- 
uled using  a  rotation  system;  thus 
eliminating  a  fraternity  from  hav- 
ing more  than  one  party  with  a 
particular  sorority.  Once  each 
fraternity  has  had  a  party  with  all 
sororities,  then  the  rotation  be- 
gins again. 

'  'We  are  playing  a  much  strong- 
er role  in  decisions  that  affect  all 
Greek  organizations,  such  as  the 
new  guidelines  for  'Mixers,' 
(formerly  'Swaps')"  said  Suzanne 
Skipton,  Panhellenic  president. 

Stacey  Wood,  Delta  Delta  Delta 
social  chairman  said  that  mem- 
bers of  her  sorority  were  very  ex- 
cited about  the  new  attitude  to- 
ward mixers. 

"There  should  not  be  any  more 
troubles  like  in  the  past  due  to  the 
new  regulations." 

Mark  Howser,  Phi  Kappa  Tau 
president  said,  "1  think  it  is  really 
good  that  the  administration  is 
giving  the  Greeks  a  chance  to 
prove  that  we  can  be  adults." 

However,  David  Shields,  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  treasurer,  expressed 
a  concern  for  the  name  change. 


He  said,  "I  though  one  of  the 
main  purposes  of  changing  the 
swap  system  was  to  get  away 
from  alcohol-related  connota- 
tions. Wasn't  mixers'  a  poor 
choice  of  words?" 

The  Interfraternity  Council 
(IFC),  the  governing  body  and 
central  organization  of  fraterni- 
ties at  Ole  Miss,  consists  of  an  IFC 
council,  fraternity  presidents  and 
two  representatives  from  each  so- 
cial fraternity  recognized  on  Ole 
Miss  campus. 

The  purpose  of  the  organization 
is  to  advance  the  better  interests 
of  the  fraternities  in  connection 
with  the  general  welfare  of  the 
student  body  as  a  whole  and  to 
better  relations  among  Greeks. 
The  IFC  is  also  instrumental  in 
organizing  Fraternity  Rush. 

IFC  operates  under  the  direc- 
tion of  National  Interfraternity 
Council  (NIC)  recommendations.  •

More  than  1 ,000  new  so- 
rority and  fraternity  pledges 
gathered  on  Sorority  Row  for 
the  annual  bid  night  celebra- 
tion.

In  an  effort  to  strengthen  the 
bonds  of  black  students  of  the 
predominatly  white  campus  of 
Cornell  University  in  Ithaca, 
New  York,  seven  men  banded 
together  to  form  a  means  by 
which  they  could  help  each  oth- 
er survive  the  racial  prejudice 
storming  about  them,  a  task 
which  had  never  been  attempt- 
ed before.  On  December  4, 
1906,  an  nation  witnessed  the 
birth  of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fra- 
ternity, Inc.,  the  first  fraternity 
for  college  educated  black  men. 

The  same  vision  which  in- 
spired the  birth  of  Alpha  Phi 
Alpha  also  inspired  seven 
young  men  to  charter  Nu  Up- 
silon  Chapter  at  Ole  Miss  on 
March  20,  1978.  In  the  chap- 
ter's young  history,  it  has 
claimed  the  title  of  Mississippi 
Undergraduate  Chapter  of  the 
year  six  times.

Delta  Sigma  Theta  is  a  public 
service  sorority  that  was  found- 
ed on  January  13,  1913  by  22 
industrious  young  black  wom- 
en at  Howard  University.  These 
women  wanted  to  form  an  or- 
ganization that  would  go  be- 
yond social  activities  and  ad- 
dress the  needs  and  concerns  of 
black  women.  Their  ideals  and 
beliefs  laid  the  foundation  that 
has  helped  Delta  Sigma  Theta 
grow  to  become  the  largest 
black  women's  organization  in 
the  United  States. 

Since  its  inception.  Delta  Sig- 
ma Theta  has  made  public  ser- 
vice its  primary  goal.  In  addi- 
tion to  national  efforts,  each 
individual  chapter  is  responsi- 
ble for  making  contributions  to 
its  community.  The  Lambda 
Sigma  Chapter  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mississippi  sponsors  sev- 
eral events  involving  the  Oxford 
community.  They  include  an 
Annual  Thanksgiving  Dinner 
for  Senior  Citizens,  periodical 
visits  to  the  North  Mississippi 
Retardation  Center,  participa- 
tion in  Girl  Scouts,  and  a  Health 
Fair.

Chartered  in  1911,  Kappa  Al- 
pha Psi  is  the  only  black  na- 
tional greek  letter  organization 
with  its  Alpha  chapter  on  the 
Indiana  University  campus. 
Therefore,  the  history  is  bound 
to  the  university  and  to  the 
state. 

Because  of  the  negative  at- 
mosphere present  on  the  cam- 
pus in  1911,  the  ten  founders 
sought  to  solidify  friendship 
among  others  stressing  high 
Christian  ideals  and  the  pur- 
pose of  achievement.  The 
founders  of  Kappa  Alpha  Psi 
were  God-fearing,  clean  living, 
serious  minded  young  men  who 
possessed  the  imagination,  am- 
bition, courage  and  determina- 
tion to  defy  custom  in  pursuit  of 
a  college  education  and  career. 

Elder  Watson  Diggs  was  con- 
cerned that  black  students  at 
other  universities  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  the  fraternity.  In  his 
effort  to  spread  the  fraternity's 
ideals,  chapters  were  formed 
across  the  nation  such  as  the 
chartering  of  Kappa  Alpha  Psi 
at  Ole  Miss  in  1982.

Past  projects  include  the  Miss 
Teen  Revue  Pageant,  Project  Il- 
literacy Education  at  C.B.  Webb 
housing  project  in  Oxford, 
Adopt  a  Friend,  and  raising 
funds  for  Sickle  Cell  Anemia 
Foundation.

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Enrollment  hits  all-time 

high 

UM  registered  more  than  10,000  students 


For  the  first  time  in  its  141  -year  history,  The  University  of 
Mississippi  has  registered  more  than  10,000  students  on  its 
Oxford  campus. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  fall  semester,  10,127  students  had 
scheduled  classes.  The  highest  enrollment  at  Ole  Miss  before 
this  was  9,655  in  the  late  1970s,  said  Gordon  Beasley,  vice 
chancellor  for  student  affairs. 

University  officials  expected  and  budgeted  for  about  9,800 
students  this  fall,  said  Registrar  Ken  Wooten. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  in  a  row  Ole  Miss  enrollment  has 
increased,  contrary  to  a  national  trend  in  university  en- 
rollment patterns.  In  the  fall  of  1984  Ole  Miss  had  8,172 
students,  Wooten  said,  and  enrollment  grew  to  a  near-record 
of  9.639  last  fall. 

Increased  enrollment  means  more  tuition  revenue  for  the 
university,  but  also  an  increased  demand  for  everything  on 
campus  from  classes  and  teachers  to  housing  and  parking. 

Since  Ole  Miss  is  a  state  institution,  tuition  paid  by  stu- 
dents does  not  cover  the  entire  operation  costs  of  the  uni- 
versity, said  Ray  Hoops,  vice  chancellor  for  academic  affairs. 
Tuition  revenue  funds  about  30  percent  of  the  cost,  he  said. 

Most  of  the  revenue  from  the  extra  tuition  will  be  used  to 
fund  more  teaching  positions  and  university  operating  ex- 
penses, said  Doyle  Russell,  vice  chancellor  for  administra- 


tive affairs. 

To  use  the  money,  university  officials  must  ask  for  spend- 
ing authority  from  the  Mississippi  Board  of  Trustees  of  State 
Institutions  and  Higher  Learning,  Russell  said. 

In  freshmen  residence  halls,  more  living  space  was  cre- 
ated by  converting  television  viewing  rooms  back  to  student 
lodging.  This  added  24  rooms  for  women  and  30  more  for 
men. 

All  of  the  residence  halls  were  full  except  for  Kincannon, 
and  30  freshmen  men  lived  there,  Beasley  said.  Hovever,  no 
tripling  up  in  rooms  designed  for  two  people  was  needed. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  has  also  intensified  the  al- 
ready existent  parking  problems  on  campus,  Beasley  said. 

"We  need  more  parking  everywhere,"  Beasley  said. 

Enrollment  increases  this  year  will  afect  the  university's 
state  funding  for  the  fall  of  1991,  Russell  said.  The  uni- 
versity will  benefit  more  if  it  grows  faster  than  other  state 
institutions,  he  said. 

The  Increases  seem  to  be  "pretty  well  spread  across  cam- 
pus," Hoops  said. 

A  record  1,816  new  freshmen,  transfers  and  adult  learn- 
ers attended  summer  orientation  sessions.  Wooten  said.  •
